Hovenden. the famous artist, fras In- 
stantly killed by a railroad train near 
here this evening, and It was in attcmpt- 
IRB to save the life of a little girl that 
he- lost his own.

The F!r»t Seislon of the Annual National 


Convention. 


Denver. Aug. 14. Just 95 members of 


the American Library association were 
present this morning when the retiring 
president.
